FDITOB JOCBNAL: Thanking yon sin- 


cerely for tbe kindly mention of tbe 
writer of this article in yenr ieene of 
recent date, I desire to etate my object 
in calling your attention to the obief 
objrot of water storage, by and through 
tbe raising of a fond by a moderate tax 
in every eonnty of tbe State annally 
hereafter, nntil tbe winter and epring 
floods, of every lake, river, ore k and 
water eonrce eball be conserved for 
tbe eeaeon of 
irrigation, machine 


power and domestic uses by restrain- 
ing dame and reservoirs at or near tbe 
source of such water supply, whether 
inside or outside of this state. 


And throotfb your attention to the 


subject as a public journal the ulti- 
mate object was to oall tbe attention 
of oar legislators now in session to the 
wisdom of passing a general act an- 
tborizing and requiring the commis- 
sioners of each Bounty tbrougbont tbis 
State to levy forthwith for this year, 
and annually bereaf ter at time of levy 
of otber county taxes to levy a tax, say 
of five to ten cents on tbe one hundred 
dollars of taxable property in their re- 
spective counties, to be used in acqair- 
ing right to reservoir sites at tbe bead 
of each water sources or along the same 
mid constructing such reservoirs. 


There is not a county in tbe State 


but has thousands of acres of land 
within its boundaries that are now 
almost totally worthless, wbirh with 
water to Irrigate them would add thou- 
sands of dollars to tbe taxable value of 
tbe property of each county. Such a 
tax would In another year and from 
year to year annually thereafter afford 
the means of donbling and perhape 
quadrupling tbe water supply in eiob 
oouniy. In Wasboe county we bave 
theTrnckee river with ite four lakes, 
Steamboat creek and many intermedi- 
ate resenroes eitesand small streams 
sooth and north of Reno. Churchill, 
Lyon, Uonglas and Esmeralda have 
tbe Oareonand Walker river and many 
small streams running froai snow 
mountain sources, Obai chill. Hum- 
boldt, and Blko, have the Homboldt 
river and in the northern part of Bom- 
boldt and Elko, Qainn river, and otber 
confluent water sources. Nye and Lin- 
coln bave the Colorado, Rio Virgin and 
numerous smell streams 
Lander has 


its Reese river and confluent, and En 
reka and White Pine numerous moun- 
tain headed stream all of which eoald 
be reservoired and made to snpply in 
tbe spring and summer time donble 
and treble tbe amount of water they 
now do. 


Where the counties thus create, ae 


can be jastly urged, the entire value, of 


tiu arid Undo, tbe general govern- 


ment, grudgingly ,13 it has heretofore 
trtated our uppeuls for aids to irriga- 
tion purpoiee, oould hardly refuse 
where we make lands arable, that are 
now deaert, to grant those lands to the 
counties or to tbe State for the coun- 
ties, benefit, reimborse them for ex- 
penses incurred in redeeming them 
tor expenses incurred in redeeming 
i bem from tbe waste, and at any rate, 
tbe State and counties would reap a 
considerable benefit in the increase of 
taxable property thus added to their 
present resources 


Therefore we pray our 
legislative 


bodies to pa»s before their adjourn- 
ment an act au bonzing and requir- 
ing the boards of commissioners of 
cauhconnty io the State to levy a t«x 
on thti lines indicated that we may tbua 
"help onrselveB" and then possibly tbe 


d* in Wa«binuton" legislators may 


poiaibly vonebvafe to help us.
